Wawono, Cal., Oct. 7-—An all-day 
stage ride over thirty-four miles of 
mountain road brought President Toft 
to-night to this little Sierra retreat, 
eight miles from the entrance to the 
Mariposa grove of big trees, whither 
the Chief Executive starts to-morrow 
at sunrise. 

Mr. Taft and his party reached Wa- 
wona Hotel in their stages at 6 p. rn., 
one hour after the scheduled time, due 
to the lingering in the Grouse Creek 
forest near Chinquapin, where the 
noonday luncheon was served on im¬ 
provised table* set down at the foot of 
a hundred towering pines. 

The day ride from El Portal, which 
began at 7 a. m.. Included glimpses of 
Yosemite Valley from Inspiration and 
Artists' points, a pursuit of the tum¬ 
bling watgrs of the Merced River into 
the valley floor and a winding, narrow’ 
climb to a height of 7.000 feet at tho 
crest of mountains which shut In the 
wonders of the Yosemite. 

The day was cloudless, the air like 
crystal and everywhere was the ex¬ 
hilarating scent of pines.

No Roosevelt Experience. 

News that mountain Hons were In¬ 
festing the park held out hope of ad¬ 
venture for a time, but not even a track 
of one was seen on the road. The Pres¬ 
ident declared that this was one of the 
most enjoyable days of his life. It was 
the first glimpse of the Yosemite and 
the impressive surroundings, the brac¬ 
ing mountain air, the freedom from 
speech-making, all contributed to the 
pleasure of the first day of roughing It 
In tho Sierras. 

This outing came Just In time, for the 
President was pretty well tired out 
when he left San Francisco. 

Mr. Taft's constant companion to-day 
was John Muir, the noted naturalist 
and explorer. Mr. Muir knows his 
Yosemite. and he had ready answer* 
for the Innumerable questions the Pres¬ 
ident put to him.

Nashville, 'fenn., Oct 7.—A special 
news dispatch from t'Jilcago to-night 
say* that Secretary of War Dickinson 
will appear before the Illinois Supreme 
Court to argue a cose for the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company, for which 
he was formerly general counsel, and 
that the State of Illinois 1a the op¬ 
posing party in the suit. 

Judge Dickinson's attention b*in« 
called to the matter, he said the suit 
had already been argued by him In 
the lower court while general counsel 
of the Illinois Central road. He sdld 
that It Involve* a large amount In taxe* 
to the rood aud hod required a great 
amount of detail In preparation. He 
emphatically declared that no question 
was Involved that In any way affected 
Government regulation of railroads. It 
was simply a question of accounting 
under a contract. Secretary Dickinson 
explain'd that when offered a position 
in President Taft's Cabinet he informed 
the President that he would dissolve 
absolutely hi* connection with thv 
railroad company, but told him that 
at that stage of the suit In question 
ihe company could not employ new 
counsel who would have the familiarity 
with the caso requisite to argue It on 
appeal and that he did not feel It was 
right, under such conditions, to aban¬ 
don the cose. The President, Mr. Dick¬ 
inson said, agreed to this view and ap¬ 
pointed him to the Cabinet with the 
distinct understanding UiAt hs would 
complete hto argument In this case.

ARE READY TO PAY, 


By Killing Measures Framed 
, To Intimidate Saloons. 


Paris, Oct. 7.—Edgar W. Mix. ot Co¬ 
lumbus. O., the winner of the Interna¬ 
tional balloon race for the Gordon Ben 
nett trophy, which started from Zurich 
Sunday, has sent th© following ac¬ 
count of hto memorable voyage to the 
Assocluted Press. 1 Hto dispatch to dated 
Warsaw. 

"Leaving Zurich Sunday at 3:57 
p. in., we were able to recognize our 
route only a* far as Constarfte. Thence 
to the finish the weather was so thick 
that direction could only be determined 
by compusa During Sunday night. the 
balloon. In a drenching ram, some time* 
seemed to be at a complete standstill 
We ascended and descended in search 
of better current* of air, without ap¬ 
preciable result*. By 4 o'clock In tl^e 
morning half of our ballast had been 
used. 

• • • 

Thrilling Passage. 

"The passage of the Bavarian Alp* 
through rain and clouds was thrilling 
Once w’e RW'ooped down the mountain 
side with frightful velocity, plunging 
Into a cha*m of fog which seemed bot¬ 
tomless. it was as If the earth had 
opened to swallow us up. The balloon 
several times crashed through the tree- 
tops, After two hours we emerged 
from the valley and got a northeaster¬ 
ly slant of w’ind. When clear of the 
mountains we moved at a lively rate. 
The guide rope dragged over farm¬ 
houses. breaking tllea and chimneys. 
The peasants rushed out with cries and 
Imprecations. 

"We then found that the guide rope 
had become unraveled and hoisted It 
Into the bucket tor repairs, which were 
most .difficult, as we were at the same 
time working hard with the blower to 
prevent tho balloon from rising. A few 
hours later wo recognized several vil¬ 
lages and then the town of Konlgstadt. 
We sighted a balloon to the eastward 
with peasant* hanging in the guide 
rope. 


Weight Let Go. 


^V*Afler pAWRTTTg onr 
which cost ihre* sacks of ballast, we 
rose through the clouds to an altitude 
of 4.600 metres (about 15,000 feet), and 
saw above the clouds a balloon to the 
north about 100 metres higher. We be¬ 
gan to descend at 1:40 p. m., emerging 
from the clouds about 460 metres 
above the town of Wsldenburg. und 
were obliged to Jettison eleven sack* 
of ballast and half of our provision* to 
keep clear of the roof*, but a* It was. 
the guide rope dropped over the wire* 
of the fortresses and railroad station, 
creating consternation among the yell¬ 
ing population. 

"We rose again to 2,800 metres, near 
Breslau, throwing overboard the life- 
savers. mattresses and the remainder 
of our provisions. Gradually we con¬ 
tinued to descend after that altitude 
until 6 o'clock In the evening. With 
good equilibrium we managed to keep 
afloat until 3 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
without expenditure of ballast, of 
which, a* a matter of fact, there wo* 
not an ounce left.

Cotumbu*. O.. Oct. 7.—(Special.)— 
Declaring that he to still a prisoner of 
war and ought, under all rules to he 
in the Ohio penitentiary until ex¬ 
changed. Levi Fouts. living at Ports¬ 
mouth. O., to-day asked Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Denman to give him hto freedom. 
He to a very old man and appeared 
personally at th© office of the Attorney 
General with hto unique request. 

"In 1864 I went out with hundreds of 
my neighbors to protect our property 
In Southern Ohio from th* ravages of 
Gen, John Morgan.** he told Mr. Den¬ 
man. "We were badly drilled and Mor¬ 
gan captured u* He held us for two 
days and then released u* on condition 
that we would never again tak* up 
arms against the Confederacy. We 
swore to that oath and he and his of¬ 
ficers said they would allow u* to go 
to our home* on condition that we 
would acknowledge our capture and be 
traded for some Confederates who were 
h*ld up this way. I'v* waited for more 
than forty years, but they've never 
come for me. I have always consid¬ 
ered myself a prisoner, and I think 1 
should be In the penitentlary." 

Mr Denman told hlin to* case his 
mind of this and to go home, because 
he was not a prisoner and was free to 
go where he liked.

WIFE ARRESTED 


TERRE HAUTE WOMAN ACCUSED 
OF BEING IMPLICATED— 
SON CONFESSES. 


Terre Haute, Ind. Ort. 7.—Mrs. 
Ralph Conover was arrested to-day 
charged with complicity In the murder 
of her husband, whose body w*a* found 
on the doorstep of hto home tost night. 
Immediately after the ahooiing. Ralph 
Conover. Jr., a son of the murdered man 
und Oc*nrg»* Grcenleaf. the boy'a chum, 
were arrested and confessed a plot to 
kill Conover, because of» hto alleged 
cruelty to hto family. According to thr 
co life** Ion. Greenleaf killed Conover 
with a rlfl*. Mrs. Conover wa» pros¬ 
trated when arrested and taken to the 
Jail to-day. She protested that she had 
not nart In the crime. 


The fine Italian hand of the "reform"

These ordinances were drawn up more 
than a year ago wdth the Intention on 
the part of the author, it was said, to 
assist the police department la the reg¬ 
ulation of saloons, and to make all the¬

»afe to the patrons. 

When Mr. Underhill handed the cop¬ 
ies of the Instruments to the clerk. Joe 
D. Bmdburn. he said that they hod 
laid in his d©>i( all this time, and 
he had accidentally come aero** 
them. Messrs Horn and Kirwan voted 
against concurring In the report of the 
committee, in each case asking for re¬ 
commitments. All others voted to con¬ 
cur in the committee report and the 
ordinances were killed 

The first of these ordinance* regulate 
the hours and occasions on w*hlch sa¬ 
loons shall b* closed an provide that 
all screens and doors which might Im¬ 
pede a full view of th* bar must be re¬ 
moved when the liquor places were 
closed. The other ordinance was de¬ 
signed to give the police search powers 
over saloons, and caused a big hue and 
cry when it was introduced. The third 
ordinaire provided that all theaters and 
places of public amusement, with a 
seating capacity of 300 or more, should 
be fireproof. 

They were Introduced a year ago. and 
It was freely said at the time that their 
object was to Intimidate the saloon¬ 
keeper and rorce the public into the be¬ 
lief that the administration was a "re¬ 
form" one. The search ordinance was 
denounced as an outrage, because It 
permitted a policeman to Invade a pri¬ 
vate homo If It suited his purpose to 
harass a saloonkeeper. It was one of 
the methods adopted about the time the 
"machine" Republicans were trying to 
fore© the saloonkeepers to support tho 
id ministration. * J

The melodramatic event of the even¬ 
ing came to pas* when Councilman 
Otto Cohen presented a sealed envelope 
to the clerk of the lower board. Charles 
B. Nordeman, Just before that body ad¬ 
journed. The envelope was addressed 
to Mr. Nordeman and Its contents 
proved to bo a resolution.

SEE FAMILIAR SIGHTS 

RIGHT IN NEW YORK. 


Members of Peary’s Polar Expedition 
Taken Sightseeing—Gaze On 
Wonders of Bronx Zoo. 


New York. Oct. 7.—After months 
within the Arctic circle, the members of 
Peary's polar expedition spent to-day 
exploring the vicinity oS latitude 40 de¬ 
grees and 45 minutes north and longi¬ 
tude 74 west. They man© many discov¬ 
eries in and about New York, for few 
of them had ever been rightseetng in a 
large city before. 

They found that It was not alone in 
the frigid North that the reindeer, the 
musk ox. the pdar bear and other Arc¬ 
tic fauna might be seen. With but few 
exceptions, tney found them ail in New 
York. Housed in the Ham* building with 
the bus constrictor and other tropical 
life, at the American Museum of Nat¬ 
ural History. 

Under the guidance of Archer M 
Huntington, president of the American 
Geographical Society, the crew of the 
steamer Roosevelt came ashore early 
to-day mid were whisked about town 
In automobiles, a vehicle which few 
had ever tried. There wero aen men 
from th© Roosevelt in the party 1 , includ¬ 
ing Matt Henson, the colored man who 
shared with Peary* the honors of the 
dash to the pole. 

After their visit to the museum of 
natural history, they were UKcn to the 
botanical gardens, the Zoo In the Bronx 
Park and the aquarium. At the Zo¬ 
ological Garden they discovered a r*nl 
live polar bear and spent much time 
studying the old fellow at closer range 
than would have been pleasant in the 
North. Tho crew will disband to-mor¬ 
row.

PRESS AGENT BRINGS SUIT. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Oct. 7—(Special )— 
An appropriation of $1U,000 for tbt» erec¬ 
tion of a poultry building at th© State 
Fair grounds in Louisville will be 
asked of the next Legislature by M. C, 
Rankin. Commlsatoner of Agriculture, 
and h© hopes to be able to devote a 
great deal more attention to th© most 
valuable product of the farms of Ken¬ 
tucky. Poultry brings in mure money 
tu the farmer* of Kentucky than does 
t)u* wheat crop, Mr. Kanktn says, and 
he wants the State Fair to devote much 
attention to the improvement of the 
breed of ahickens and all kinds of poul¬ 
try. At present there is a poultry 
house on th© ^tate Fair grounds, hut 
It is not well suited to the needs and 
is not large enough. Mr. Rankin wants 
8n ideal poultry house, one that will 
b© amply large arid artistically con- 
strutted so as to be attractive in ap¬ 
pearance as well as being suited to the 
needs of ^poultry on display. The next 
fair will hsve mon- rings for poultry 
and will have more ample premiums 
and It is expected that much more 
spacf will b*« devoted to this branch of 
the fair exhibits. Mr. Rankin said it 
would cost about $10,000 to build th© 
kind of a house he thinks ought to b© 
built on the State Fair grounds and if 
the building is erected it will b© tho 
most costly “hen house” in many 
States. 
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Why Winchester Lost. 

Why Winchester lost the headquar¬ 
ters of the Burley Tobacco Society was 
related her© by one of th© directors of 
th© society. It was stated by this man 
that tho merchants of Winchester did 
not do their part toward helping the 
pool In Clark county and did not stir 
themselves to get the crop uf Clark 
county Into’the pool.

They 
were warned several months ago that 
If they did not get out and work for 
the succosr. of the pool that they would 
lose the headquarters Qt the society, but 
the advice was ignored and th© ex¬ 
pected happened to th© profit of Lex¬ 
ington. Frankfort might have landed 
the headquarters If this city had gone 
after it. os many of the directors of ths 
society were anxious to vote for this 
city and would have given their back¬ 
ing to a movement to establish the 
headquarters In Frankfort If an invita¬ 
tion hod been extended to the Burley 
Society by the business men of Frank¬ 
fort.

FIGHT FOR .NEXT CONTENTION.

When the afternoon session came to 
an end. hot shot had been verbally 
hurled against the evil practice of un¬ 
derwriting life insurance. The senti¬ 
ment of the convention seemed to be 
that It is the life work of the under¬ 
writer to forget monetary rewards by 
prescribing to his client the policy best 
suited to his uses regardless of whether 
the commission will be largo or small.

We of this State then 
ars naturally Interested In what your 
companies are doing. The companies 
which you represent have assets 
amounting of $3,000,000,000. Thin sum 
Ifc too vast for the average mind to 
grasp. Assuming that there are 300 of 
your members present, you could each, 
with $3,000,000,000, light a cigar dally 
with a $5 bill for the next 5,000 years, 
and there would then remain enough 
to purchase 300 flne bluegrass farms “

While 
competition will exist, it 1 b probable Uuu 
not one-tenth of the life insurance sold is 
competitive, but it must nevertheless l«s 
sold Intelligently and with a knowledge 
of human nature, and an ability to lake 
advantage of opportunities and make fif¬ 
teen minutes do what In old«*n days it 
took hours of argument and Illustration 
to bring derision. The knowledge of how 
to concisely Ma*e the case, to know what 
to say and what not to say. and beat of 
all. to know when one is through, are 
tne principles which must guide and in¬ 
fluence the agent of the future who would 
be successful. 

It behoove* the general agent, with his 
extremely narrow margin of commissions

Railways, Waterways, Freight Rates. 

"Th» only regulator of railroad freight 
rules la the nvglocted Ohio River that 
flows * by your doors. Put a nine-foot 
stag* from Cairo to Pittsburg and you 
will seed no legialutIon nor the assistance 
of any court to protect you from the dis¬ 
crimination of th© railroad."—(From a 
speech by llt-preacntatlve Stanley at 
Owensboro. 

When we consider the immenee Im¬ 
portance of waterways as a factor In 
the freight problem, the lack of public 
Interest in the Improvement of our 
rivers and the lack of the public's 
knowledge of their value I* os amaz¬ 
ing us It is discouraging. 

Navigable water is the natural and 
Invincible enemy of monopoly. It is 
as free as the air to the poor man. It 
Is not difficult or expensive to con¬ 
struct a Hut hunt that will haul a crop 
of potatoes or corn, or what not, from 
the field to the market when the field 
fronts a navigable river that flows to 
a city where the crop may be profitably 
sold. M t» impossible for railroads to 
ralso freight rate* above the limit* 
recognised In the formulation of the 
rule of “as much a* the traffic will 
bear/* It will not bear as much where 
there Is water transportation a* It do*s 
where there Is a gentlemen’s agreement 
between parallel line* of railroad. 

The Sue* canal was constructed to 
eliminate the virtual circumnavigation 
of a continent from the problem of get¬ 
ting the greatest profit* from trade be¬ 
tween two other continents, but the 
futur* will find it a competitor of rail¬ 
roads. Its history. Ha romance. It* 
tragedy. Its triumph, are known the 
world over. It was attempted by Sell 
I., the father of Rameses the Great, 
more than 3.000 year* ago, Egypt fat¬ 
tened upon the trade that for a time 
flowed through th©‘ shallow waterway 
scooped out by the bare hand* of her 
peasants between a branch of th* Nile 
delta and the Bitter Lakes, to connect 
the land of the Pharaohs with the Red 
Sea. Th* decline of the Egyptians re¬ 
sulted In the canal bring filled by the 
shifting Band* of the North African 
deserts. Another Egyptian ruler, eight 
centuries later, sacrificed 100,000 llvos 
In an effort to do over again, jpd upon 
a larger scale, the work of Setl. The 
Persian Darius took up the work at the 
other end of what Is How the Sue* 
Canal, and abandoned It t^rause hi* 
engineers predicted a deluge as the re¬ 
sult of it* completion. Ptolemy Phil- 
adelphu* constructed a lock and dam 
canal through which the Nile was con¬ 
nected with tho Gulf of Sue* three 
centuries after Darius was misled by 
bad advice. The locks decayed and the 
dams were destroyed w'hen Egypt be¬ 
came revolved In war. Tho Romans, 
after Cleopatra's reign redug that canal 
so that Roman galleys piled between 
Alexandria and the Red Bea port*. The 
Arabs dug It out again seven centuries 
after Christ. Napoleon attempted It 
and gave up the project because hi* en¬ 
gineers believed that the Mediterranean 
was a* much below the level of the 
Red Sea as the Persian engineers 
hjul believed It above that level. Me- 
hemet All dodged the Issue and built 
a railroad from Cairo to Sue* to sup¬ 
ply the place of the caravans that had 
borne the overland commerce for age*. 
The dreams of ds Loeaeps and Said 
Psaha resulted In th© genesis of the 
financial collapse of Egypt. The un¬ 
dertaking Inflamed the Imagination of 
the magnificently extravagant and piti¬ 
fully incapable Ismail. Countless 
peasants conscripted under the corvee 
system perished In the ditch from 
which they carried sand In baskets, 
/'hen the canal was completed Egypt 
Wa* bankrupt, Ismail ruined and the 
British In possession of the water¬ 
way which they had opposed when It 
was projected. These facts are known 
throughout the East and West. But 
there are perhaps few persons in 
America and few r er outside of Amer¬ 
ica who know that the tonnage of the 
Sault Ste. Marie Canal la three time# 
as great as that which posse* Port 
Said, sometimes called "the turnstile 
of the nations." 

WTilie the Sue* Canal was dug to les¬ 
sen th© length of the voyage between 
Europe and Asia it come*, after nearly 
a half century of usefulness. Into com¬ 
petition with a system of land trans¬ 
portation which was not dreamed of 
till more than 3,000 years after the first 
attergpt was*made to conne^ th© Red 
Sea with the Mediterranean. It will 
exercise on Influence upon freight rates 
over the trans-Siberian system, which 
would have had little competition If It 
were still necessary to sail around the 
Cape of Good Hope with freight bound 
from European and English ports for 
the Far Hast. U will also prevent such 
lines of rallw'ay a* may be built through 
Southern Europe and the Levant from 
enjoyin g a monopoly. 

When we consider the enormous 
price of the Rue* Canal In blood und 
treasure; when we consider that It cost 
Egypt a few hundred thousand* of clt- 
Isen* and her Independence; that It 
cost Khedive Ismail his throne; gh.it 
the celebration of, its completion coat 
Egypt 121 , 000 . 000 , while Ismail's In¬ 
ability to hold the shares that were to 
give his country control of it, left his 
mortgaged subjects to sit Idly by and 
see Great Britain and France levy the 
tolls, how trilling seems the expense 
and the difficulty of Improving the 
whole system of Interior waterway* In 
so great and rich a country a* the 
United States, where the interior com- 
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mere© |s Ko heavy that the Kault St©. 
Marie Canal does three time* ** much 
business us the Sues! 

The "pork horror* pr« »&riunme of 
waterways Improvement ha* been a 
scandal at Washington for generation*. 
It must be abandoned and a compre¬ 
hensive scheme of development under¬ 
taken before the nation esn g©t re¬ 
sults. That that programme has been 
so long continued is proof that In some 
respects wo are about as misguided as 
w’o* Darius, who gave up trying to dig 
ihu Suez Canal because he feared a 
flood from th© Medlterrsmuin, or Na¬ 
poleon. who was a/rsid to undertake It 
because he was lvd to believe that the 
Red B«*a was fur above the level of th© 
Mediterranean. 

Jerome In Sore Straits. 

William Travers Jerome *e©ms to 
have been lost in th# polltloal shuffl©. 
Neither the Tammany!te* nor the fu- 
tftonists In New York City will lend a 
helping hand to the District Attorney, 
and newspaper specials say that he is 
to withdraw from tha race for re-elec¬ 
tion. His candidacy, on* of the dis¬ 
patches says, "has aroused absolutely 
no Interest." 

It has been apparent for some 
months that Mr. Jerome's popularity 
was on tha wane. When he C 4 illcd a 
meeting ut Cooper Union <o deliver an 
ocooifni of his stewardship and *'tu 
answer questions*’ it was manifestly be¬ 
cause he felt himself slipping from the 
heights of popular favor. While he ac¬ 
quitted himself well at the meeting he 
achieved no great personal victory- 
From the newspaper accounts of It his 
friends upd his enemies were pretty 
equally ifivlded at its beginning and the 
District Attorney hod made no converts 
at its close. In its genetal aspects It 
was not encouraging and It boded no 
good for any future Independent candi¬ 
dacy. It is hardly pocndble that Mr. 
Jerome cduld rally the various 
elements w hlcli formerly supported him 
so enthQslaatluaily, Had one of the 
great contending parties put him In 
nomination his election would have 
been possible, or even probable. A go- 
it-alone campulgn is little more than a 
forlorn hope. 

No one doubts Mr. Jerome's ability. 
That he has the knowledge and the 
power to make an efficient prosecutor 
Is known of all men. His misfortune 
Is that he has failed to Impress his for¬ 
mer following with a belief In his sin¬ 
cerity. He has to a large extent lost 
popular 'confidence and thousands of 
men w'ho once supported him have been 
alienated. Probably Mr. Jerome alone 
knows whether there is Just cause for 
thl* alienation. In ony state of case he 
must realize with no small humiliation 
that this falling away Is responsible for 
the cold fj*ct that his candidacy “has 
aroused absolutely no Interest." 

The New* York Independent com¬ 
ment* on Mr. Jerome’s failure to pros¬ 
ecute “the man higher up" In Instances 
where rank corruption wus exposed and 
remarks: "It Is u sad spectacle of a 
great man not great enough to seise 
his opportunities.*’ It requires a 
courageous man to assail corruption 
und graft, but there are District At¬ 
torneys who axe doing thCM TTTtTlgB—for 
example. Heney. of Han Francisco, and 
Waym&l), of Chicago. Ne^* York is not 
lacking in opportunities for a vigorous 
prosecutor. Jerome wa* elected by a 
great uprising of voters. These voter* 
knew him to be able and believed him 
to be ctAjrugeous and sincere. Thai 
these voter* are manifesting no Interest 
in him now Is proof that they have 
been disappointed at the manner In 
which he has conducted his office. Rome 
of the extremist* who helped elect him 
undoubtedly expected loo much. These 
could not have been satisfied had he 
done less than run amuck. Aside from 
this element, however, there Is % vast 
body of level-headed voters who feel It 
in their bones that Mr. Jerome has not 
measured up to th* full duty of his 
commission and ho* not fulfilled the 
promises of his campaign or the hopes 
of his constituents. 

It Is not meet that an outsider should 
pass Judgment on Mr. Jerome or ar¬ 
raign him on expert* evidence for hta 
sins of omission or commission, If he 
is guilty of such. The people of New 
York C5lty ore the ones most concerned 
with these matters, and it is In their 
power to elect or reject. If It be true, 
however, that Mr. Jerome Is to abandon 
the fight for re-election It is a sorry 
flareback after a cyclonic beginning—a 
tame finish for the once militant prose- 
cutor. _ 

Undue Excitement. 

Th* Millinery Trade Review Is unduly 
excited about what It terms the un- 
truthfulness .and malic* of an article 
upon bird slaughter which was recently 
published In Hampton's Magazine. 

In a circular addressed to newspapers, 
the Millinery Tr.ide Review has thU to 
say: 

’’As so much has been written «nd said 
by pren*. pulpit *nd lecturer regarding 
the use of bird plumage In millinery that 
la gropsly exaggerated, untrue and mis¬ 
leading. and as the Audubon* teem to 
have everything their own way In the 
controversy, aided and ubetted by press, 
pulpit and leciurer. tin* millinery Iraie 
desires to be heard In self-defense. 

"Will you therefore kindly give space to 
the following reply to an article recently 
published In a magazine and which has 
been extensively circulated by many 
newspapers throughout ihe country. 

•’By so doing you will confer a favor 
upon thousand© of merchants and mil¬ 
liners doing business In evety city and 
tow r n In th* United Btates, and, no doubt, 
upon many of your readers who are not 
fanatics on the subject of the protection 
of the plumage of the wild birds of foreign 
countries, which Is of little use except a* 
an article of commerce." 

The request, rather than the article 
referred to. Is worthy of notice, because 
rhe trade Journal'* answer to the maga¬ 
zine article Is too biased, and over- 
hen t»\j. to be convincing. But one para¬ 
graph I* quotable upon the ground that 
It Is an admission of the major conten¬ 
tion ot th* magazine writer, which Is 
that inhuman cruelty Is practiced to se¬ 
cure plumes fur the decoration of femi¬ 


nine headgear, end that some rarletles 
of birds are being exterminated by 

plume hunters. The paragraph Is as 
fol 16 ws: 

"A 6 fax as the ‘egr <* of white herons* 

are concerned, we will pant that the 
writer spnoks tho truth, as everybody coo 
tell the plums** of the egret <*lgc«U*) 
In the dark oknoss. ** U has b«©n pu<- 
ured and deotrJhed »’ often by mega- 
*ui« and press, end on the lecture plat- 
farm." 

There is really no reason w hy a Jour¬ 
nal devoting Itself to the Interest* of 
the millinery trade should be excited 
about facts, or even fiction, written in 
magaxlncs to create a sentiment favora¬ 
ble to the protection of bird©. In the 
first place “human Interest" articles 
are not very* likely to affect the dimen¬ 
sions of the trade in bird plumage. In 
the second place the millinery trade 
would not be In the least affected If tho 
crusado should Immediately, and per¬ 
manently, end the custom of decorating 
hats with feathers 

Th# plurfle hunters of Florida, If they 
had an organ, might be expected to 
protest against the efforts of the pul¬ 
pit. the platform And ihe press, to di¬ 
rect attention to the Impending extermi¬ 
nation uf egrets, and to persuade women 
of the unreasonableness of causeless 
cruelty to birds. But what Interest has 
a merchant or milliner In such a dis¬ 
cussion? Hats delimited with other ma¬ 
terials would sell a* profitably as those 
adorned with the plumes from herons 
killed upon the nest. Tho business of 
selling hats does nm depend upon the 
popularity of a given material that en¬ 
ters into the construction of tho fear¬ 
fully and wonderfully mad© "gaff top¬ 
s'Is" of the period. 

Before setting out to make war our 
sprightly contemporary, tho Millinery 
Trade Review*, should find a casus belll- 
ache. ^

After making inspections at six sta¬ 
tions the chief found the emergency 
brandy bottle lo be empty In ©very In¬ 
stance. The t»ottl© was Invariably in 
its place, but there was nothing left 
of thu brandy %-xrept the odor. •Evi¬ 
dently brandy has b«<©n In great de¬ 
mand as a restorative, but tho chief 
doesn't think all of it has gone to the 
Injured. As u restorative agent a 
brandy flask containing nothing but a 
scent Is decidedly Inferior to ammonia, 
which has quickening powers to a su¬ 
perlative degree. There is no bettor 
agent for determining whether the vic¬ 
tim of an ocbldent. In the event of un¬ 
consciousness. be alive or dead. Hf any 
remnants of life are leh ammonia will 
stir them to action and the victim will 
rise up and challenge the ambulance 
driver to combat.

It Is 
as strong as thut faith which moves 
mountains and Is well nigh os powerful 
In the moving line. As o shocker it hua 
the ordinary electric battery beaten to 
d standstill.

To be 
proof against It th© subject must be as 
thoroughly Inanimate as the “petrified" 
form of th© Cardiff gl.int.

ADVANCES IN BOTH FABRICS 
HURT THE O. 0. P. 


NEGRO SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT 


Washington, Oct. 7 — (Special.!—Bus- 
inuss and market developments since 
the pa*sag© of the tariff bill hav« been, 
giving concern lo men who will be 
called upon to present a defense uf that 
measure In the campaign next year. 
Democrats are extracting eminent sat¬ 
isfaction as likewise are independent 
Republican supporters of th© men who 
voted against ih© measure, from va¬ 
rious movements In the murkets. 

The effects of the cotton and woolen 
schedules are b©lng watched with ©©pe¬ 
dal Interest because the moat bitter at¬ 
tacks were made on both of these. As 
to these, the defenders of th© bill are 
placed at peculiar disadvantage 1 ©. Brices 
of raw cotton have gone up sharply on 
account of tho small crop in the South. 
• • • 

Prices Must Advance. 


Entirely aside from all consideration 
of the tariff duties, prices must ad¬ 
vance because of the high price of raw* 
material. There is a report of a slow 
movement of cot tun fabric* In various 
lin©*, because of the increased prlc«*s 
and from th© cotton centers of the 
8 outh conies announcement that within 
n fortnight mills In that section must 
begin Hhutting down because of the 1 m- 
posslblilty of marketing the products 
at present prices. 

Just now, It Is explained, the cotton 
goods that are being turned out are the 
product of cotton which was bought at 
11 cents or loss. With everything Indi¬ 
cating that 13 cents will be th© ruling 
price of the new crop, price* are going 
up and demand I* being reduced.

Advance In Woolen Fabrics. 


Ah to the trade In woolen fabric*, an 
excellent illustration of conditions Is 
afforded by the experience of the Gov¬ 
ernment Forest Service, which buys 
uniform* for some l.sOU ranger* in It* 
employ. They have been obtained under 
contract with a Cincinnati Arm. Uni¬ 
forms of corduroy orp^used In certain 
forests, while woolen suits are neces¬ 
sary in others 

The manufacturers of clothing have 
served notice that under th© terms of 
the contract they must either annul 9 
at th© end of the year, or hsv* hlxher 
prices, as to the woolen g«H>ds There 
Is no occasion for sn advance In the 
corduroy, but the worsteds must go up, 
because the prices of cloth have sharp¬ 
ly advanced. After investigation the 
officer© of th© service have become con¬ 
vinced that the Increase l* unavoidable 
and they vrili continue the old contract, 
granting the advances. Th© case Illus¬ 
trates conditions, generally. In the 
woolen Industry. Prices are going up 
generally The^plothlng manufacturers 
charge that the mill men have made 
It necessary by raising the price of 
cloth. Th© mill men charge that the 
garment makers are simply taking ad¬ 
ditional profits and putting the blame 
on the tariff. Anyhow, the people who 
must wear Ihe good * 1 And them costing 
more.

Elimination of Negro Votfe, 


Prof. William L LUe, of the Univer¬ 
sity of Virginia, was In the city to¬ 
night.

The pro¬ 
fessor points out Virginia os an exam¬ 
ple.

The Republican 
party Is cleansed to ihac «xtent that 
a whHe man can vote th© Republican 
ticket without fear of sofa! ostra¬ 
cism."

BANK OF ENGLAND 

RAISES DISCOUNT. 

Increase of One-half Per Cent, Due 
To Inroads On the Institu¬ 
tion’s Reserves. 


London. Oct. 7.—The governors of 
the Bank of England to-day raised the 
minimum discount rate from 2 }* per 
c» nt. to 3 per cent 

This Is ih© first change sinew April 
1, laM. when It was reduced from 3 
prr cent. 

It was decided to rals© th© rate to 8 
per cent, owing to the large Inroads 
on the bank's reserve already mad© by 
export* to Egypt for th© financing of 
the cotton crop, and by th** Argentine 
withdrawals. *1 he governors were un¬ 
able to effect there by fresh arrivals 
from the nilnea owing to th© sustained 
demand from Russia, which absorbed 
available quantities w’©ek after week, 
preventing the bank from building up 
the reserve. 

A fresh element In th© situation, 
however, undoubtedly helping the di¬ 
rectors to their decision. Is yesterday’s 
decline In New York exchangi- on Lon¬ 
don, th© recent sharp rise In money 
and th© calling of loan* In Now- York, 
which probably will necessitate the 
withdrawal of gold for that quarter 
! against finance paper which had been 
placed her© eom© Urn© ago, and th© 
number of fre*h bills still coming for¬ 
ward. The higher rate, although It 
wfet expected won, was not generally 
looked for to-day. 


Advance Expected In Berlin.

Bank of England discount rat©, ivhll© 
not Influencing th© open market here, 
has caused discounters to assume an 
aultud© of greater reserve because they 
believe the Relchfbank will be com¬ 
pelled to resort to an-dhiT advance.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION MAKES 
A STEP FORWARD. 


CONCESSIONS ARE GRANTED ON 
WHEAT TESTH 


MANY REQUESTS ARE REFUSED 


Indlomi, polls, OoC 7.—Tha Grain 
Dealers National Association Conven¬ 
tion here to-day made a great stride 
toward uniform grading of grain. By 
conceding some of the demands made 
by tho Chicago grain men for changes 
In the grain-graillng draft ndooUd at 
the Bt. Louts convention last y&r. ths 
grain men have finally adopted uniform 
grading for corn, oats, barley* and rye. 
and adopted the Kansas City. Chicago 
and Southwestern market grades on 
Milo maJxe and Kaffir corn. They also 
mad© some } malarial concession# by 
granting pert of the Chicago men’s de¬ 
mands for chungt-a |n wheat tests. 

There wore, however, five demands 
toad© by the Chicago grain men for 
Changes In wheat gradings that were 
not granted. Stops were taken to bring 
sri agreement on these five points of 
difference, by the authorisation of a 
ir commit! which will coil 

u conference with the Illinois, Minne¬ 
sota, Missouri and Kansas State Com¬ 
missions and prominent boards of 
trade. At this meeting an effort WfU 
be made to get an agreement on these 
five grades pf wheat. 

The first of the refusals was of the 
demand of the Chicago grain men to 
raise the test weight of No. 2 white 
winter wheat from to 57 pounds. Anr 
other denial wa« of the demand that 
No I. 3 and 4 hard winter wheat may 
contain a maximum of 25 per rent, red 
winter wh«at. 

The national convention refused to 
raise the test weight of No. 1 hard 
spring wheat from 58 to 59 pounds and 
So. 3 Northern spring wheat from 57 
to 67 *4 pounds. 

Tlie convention Indicated that It 
w'ouid grant an additional one pound 
to the test weights of velvet chaff 
wheat grades, but refused to accede tu 
the demands of the Chicago men to 
raise the weight test approximately 
three pounds. 

Th© convention conceded the de¬ 
mands of th»* <.'hk'«g© men for the us# 
of the word "pew" as now used In th# 
Illinois rules, and also granted changes 
demanded In red winter. No. 4 spring 
and Nos. 1. 2. 3 and 4 white spring 
wheats, and In Durum wheat.

Two strenuous days of registration 
setm to have had the effect of Infus¬

Another statement 
as inexcusably misleading I* that Col.

No matter what my personal feelings 
nr wishes may have been, I never have 
and never shall deny to a prisoner before 
me the benefit of the doubt If one exist*, 
and never have and never shall renise 
to follow, to the best of my know)#dge, 
the ruling® of courts having superior 
revisory Jurisdiction of the one held by 
me. I have faced the wrath of organized 
crime. I have met the menacing* of po¬ 
litical power, threatening political de- 
itruction, I have heard the ravings of 
{hose who cried for blood regardless of 
right or Justice, but there has never been 
an instant In my life mat I was moved a 
hair's breadth by any or all these influ¬ 
ence*. either to etay the penalty of vio¬ 
lated law or to withhold the protecting 
shield of Justice from those Innocent of 
offense. The time can never come while 
God giants me a slight fragment of rea¬ 
son. that I shall ever move one Jot or 
tittle from thla conception of duty.

KNOWN IN SOCIETY CIRCLES.

Practically one year ago Mrs. Ells¬ 
worth became a bride. The marriage 
wa* on the romantic order and the ac- 
1 quaintancc of Mr. and Mr*. Ell*worth 
, was made through * correspondence 
I They did not meet face to face until 
I Mr. Ellsworth came from Rhode Island 
to claim Mrs Hawley's hand. Her 
i first husband died on May 21. 1902. and 
Mr. Ellsworth, on July 27, 1904, lost his 
first wife by death. Sometime later he 
wrote to Mr* Haw lay saying he had re¬ 
cently learned her husband wa* dead.

Hawley purchased many fine 
gown* for the occasion It was part 
of the agrvM-mejHt that 'the OOWllCt to 
marry would not be binding In case 
either of the principal* desired to be 
released when the two met. Neither had 
an Idea what the other looked like and 
when Mr Ellsworth made his appear¬ 
ance at the home of Mrs. Hawley he 
formally Introduced himself as her In¬ 
tended husband 

Mrs EUsworth was originally Mis* 
Katherine B. Albertson and she was 
bom In Auburn. N\ Y.. February 10, 
1850. her father being the Rev. Jesse 
Albertson, who was identified with the 
Baptist church.

Upshaw Is said to be 
un Itinerant blacksmith, and hl« «-f- 
forts to register were declared by the 
I>en»ocratA to bo similar to those of 
scores of other negroea Imported for 
the purpose by the Republicans. 

Upshaw, following his arrest, was 
presented In Magistrate Spahn's court. 
HI* case was continued and he was re¬ 
leased on bond. The bond wa* Issued 
from the court of Magistrate George 
Dailey, and Investigation developed the 
fact that Morton V. Joyes went on his 
bond. At least this statement was 
made by those connected with Dailey’s 
court. 

The peculiar spectacle of a Judiciary
